EXTRACTS OF RULES 3—10 FROM INDIAN 
MEDICAL COUNCIL (ELECTION OF LI¬ 
CENTIATES) RULES, 1965 

3. All persons whose names enrolled on any 
of the State Medical Registers and who possess 
the medical qualifications included in Part I of 
the Third Schedule to the Act shall be entitled 
10 vole at the election of a member under section 
3 (l)(d) and to stand as c inJidites for such election 


The register of medical practitioners known 
as the Indian Medical Register maintained under 
section 21 in so far as it relates to such medical 
practitioners as possess the medical qualifications 
included in Part I of the Third Schedule shall be 
the electoral roll for the electorate specified in 
section 3(1) (d). Each Registrar of a State 
Medical Council shill inform the Returning 
Officer, within 60 days of the receipt of a notice 
for election, of all additions and rcalterationf in 
the said Register to make it up-to-date. Copies 
of the Register and the list or lists, if any, shall 
be pisted at the offices of the Returning Officer 
and of the State Medical Councils. 

5. The Returning Officer shall call upan per¬ 
sons included in the electoral roll to elect ^,uch 
number of members as the Council may specify. 

6 . If any question arises as to whether a 
pers<en is or is not entitled to vote in the election 
or to stand for the election, the question shall be 
referred to the Returning Officer whose decision 
shall be final. 

7. The Returning Officer shall app-oint and 
shall notify in the Offieial Gazette and in such 
other manner as he thinks fit. the date, time 
and place for— 

(a) the receipt of the nomination papers and 
their scrutiny; 

(b) the despatch of voting papers to the 
electors; 

(c) the poll; and 

(d) the scrutiny and counting of votes. 

8 . Any person qualified to stand for election 
under these rules may be nominated as a candi¬ 
date for election. Such nomination shall be 
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made uy means of a nomination papers in Form I, 
which shall bj supplied by the Returning Officer 
to any elector who may apply for the same. 

9.(1) Every nomination paper shall be subs- 
crib-d by two electors as proposer and seconder: 

Provided that no elector shall subscribe more 
nomination papers than there are seats to be filled 
up; 

Provided further that if more than the pres¬ 
cribed number of nomination papers be subs¬ 
cribed by the same elector, tlie prescribed number 
of nemination papers first received by the Return¬ 
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ing Officer shall, if otherwise in order, be hold to 
be valid and if more than the prescribed numbor 
of nomination papers signed oy the same elector 
he received simultaneously by the Returning 
Officer, all such nomination papers shall be hold 
to be invalid, 

( 2 ) On receipt of each nomination paper, the 
Resuming Officer shall forthwith endorse there¬ 
upon ffie date and hour of receipt. 

10. A nomination paper which is not received 
before the date and the time apointed in that 
behalf shall be rejected. 
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
